campaign was mapped out by him. 


What It Meats. 


Almost every demand wa* granted 


and the operators gave a written guar- 
antee (or their fulfillment of the cou 
tract. The paper* were signed last night 
which increase the wages of 100,000 
miners in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. 
* The term* of the agreement that the 
present rate of wages shall continue in 
force until Oct. 1, when every operator 
in the Pittsbnrg district will pay the 89- 
cent rate with a differential of 5 cent* 
in favor of operators who do not have 
company stores.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8.—The Chron 


icle publishes an article in regard to the 
alleged frauds in th* railway mail serv- 
ice on the Pacific coast, which he says 
promises to lead to one of the most 
far-reaching federal investigations ever 
held here. It is alleged by Railway Pos- 
tal Clerk £. S. Colver and others that 
the United States mails were fraudu- 
lently staffed with the advance consent 
of Superintendent Flint of the Eighth 
division of the railway mail service 
during the mouth of June, 1894, in or- 
der that the weight carried during thai 
mouth, which formed the basis for com- 
pensation to be paid the railroads for the 
next four years, might appear unduly 
large. Railway postal clerks of long ex- 
perience say there are great opportuni- 
ties for stuffing cars in such a way as tc 
rob the government of millions each 
year. The Chronicle says that this local 
acandal opens up a wide field for con- 
gressional investigation.

Tbls 
describes them as they were this sea- 
son. But, happily for tbe farmer, 
while they had succeeded in decim- 
ating bt» wheat crop, about the time 
they started on their rampage for 
the oats and corn, the rains com- 
menced, accompanied by cool "and 
cloudy weather, which does not agree 
with their nature, and consequently 
they were held in check and tbeir 
ravages were light in comparison to 
what they would have been had it 
remained hot dry. But the damage 
1s still considerable.

and a good oats crop, some yielding 
as much as 60 bushels per acre. A 
fine prospect for corn.

The investigation of the charges 


against policemen Vena and Watts, 
whieb were preferred by councilman 
McVey at tbe meeting of tbe city 
council last Monday night, was held 
In tbe mayor's office, beginning at 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, before 
Mayor Smiley and Messrs McVey, 
Standish, Harley 
and Metbeany, 


members nf the special committee 
authorized by tbe council to make 
the investigation. 


Attorney Half hill represented the 


two officers. The witnesses for both 
sides were called and sworn, and the 
committee decided that all witnesses 
should be examined separately. Be- 
fore any evidence was taken, attor- 
ney Halfbill objected to tbe charges 
because the ordinance containing the 
rule alleged to have been violated 
had been repealed. 


Mr. McVey said tbe last police or- 


dinance passed in 1893 enforced tbe 
same rules as mentioned in the 
charges, and the investigation was 
begun. 


Mrs. Light was the first witness to 


testify. She stated tbat she saw 
Watts and Vena taking Lipfert to 
tbe station on the afternoon of tbe 
4th of July.
